The annual message of his Excellency, the Governor, was 
received at the hands of his Private Secretary, and read as 
follows : 


Gentlemen of the Senateand General Assembly : 


With the advent of another year it again becomes my 
duty to present for your consideration a brief outline of the 
condition of the Commonwealth. 

So far as concerns the people at large, the State Govern- 
ment and the vast majority of the local subdivisions of the 
State, that condition is eminently satisfactory. 

I shall not enter upon the details of the various funds and 
expenditures of the State, but will refer you to the very sat- 
isfactory and excellent reports of the Comptroller and Treas- 
urer, wherein will be found in a connected and intelligible 
form all the information needed to give you a complete 
knowledge of the subject. 

During the financial year just now terminated it has not 
been necessary to contract any temporary loans, as there has 
always been more than enough money in the treasury te 
meet the current demands, so that at its close all balances of 
appropriations then due had been paid, and the only existing 
indebtedness was the outstanding war debt, which was then 
two million ninety-six thousand and three ‘hundred dollars 
($2,096,300), and which at the date of this message has been 
reduced to one million nine hundred and ninety-six thousand 
three hundred dollars ($1,996,300). 


SINKING FUND. 


When these bonds were issued it was arranged that about 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) should fall due on 
the Ist of January in each year, until all be paid, so that it 
is not within the power of the State to call them in and re- 
place them by new bonds bearing a lower rate of interest. 

With the steadily increasing prosperity now prevailing 
throughout the State, it will naturally be within the power 
of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund to collect. here- 
after the interest due on mortgages more closely, without 
undue and hurtful pressure upon debtors. During the dis- 
astrous period following the financial crisis of ‘187 (3, net 
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“only did real estate decline very materially in nominal value, 

but for a long time it was almost impossible to sell it at any 
price, so that in all cases where debtors to the Sinking Fund 
were really unable to meet their interest obligations, or to 
pay the principal when falling due, great care, discretion and 
‘delicacy of treatment were necessary. 

It evidently is not the interest of the State to become the 
‘owner of mortgaged property if it can be avoided, because 
such ownership requires, especially with regard to farming 
land, a constant and large expenditure to prevent deteriora- 
tion, with very little probability of deriving income from 
ait. If, during the period in question, the policy had been 
pursued of rigidly foreclosing and offering at public sale all 
property upon which the interest was not promptly paid, 
the result would have been either that a great deal of that 
property would have been sold for much less than the 
amount of the mortgage, or that the State would have been 
forced to bid it in, and thus become possessed of a very large 
amount of land, entailing a heavy annual expense tor main- 
‘tenance, a large and costly force of inspectors, with little or — 
no immediate return. 

It has, therefore, justly, I am confident, been deemed wise 
and proper to avoid foreclosure 1n all cases where there was 
a reasonable probability that, with a little leniency and 
forbearance, the debtors would be able to meet their obliga- 
tions. 

Under the existing conditions of constantly improving 
‘prosperity, there is every reason to feel assured that the 
State will soon begin to reap the benefit of the considerate 
policy pursued, and that hereafter the collection of interest 
due and the sale of such property as has unavoidably come 
into the possession of the State will be as favorable as can 
be desired ; but it must not be expected that these results 
will be reached immediately—the depression of all business 
interests, the losses from depreciation and stagnation, have 
been so great that some time is necessary for the new and 
more favorable conditions to produce their full effect. 

The laws regulating the disposition of the Sinking Fund 
appear to be well adapted to the existing condition of affairs, 
and I do not think that any modification is called for or de- 
sirable at present. 


STATE FUND. 
"The condition of the State Fund is eminently satisfactory. 
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Mainly fom a caesheany rate er taxation, ata for other 
reasons fully explained in the Comptroller’s. report, the re- 
ceipts for 1879 were about three hundred and seventy-six 
thousand dollars ($376,000) less than during the preceding 
year; but in consequence of the payment of all outstanding. 
claims during the year of 1878, and of diminished expendi- 
tures for 1879, the bank balance to the credit of the State. 
Fund on the 31st October, 1879, was three hundred and six-. 
teen thousand six hundred and eighty-eight dollars and 
ninety cents ($316,688.90), as against a balance of one hun- 
dred and nineteen thousand seven hundred and ninety- 
three dollars and sixty-five cents ($119,793.65) on October 31,, 
1878, an increase of one hundred and ninety-six thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-five dollars and twenty-five cents, 
($196,895.25). 


STATE TAX. 


It is now abundantly clear that the successive reductions. 
in the rate of the State tax effected by your predecessors in 
1878 and 1879 were wise and proper, and I now earnestly rec- 
ommend to your favorable consideration the proposition to. 
remove the State tax entirely. 

You will find in the Comptroler’s Keport a perfectly sat- 
isfactory and clear statement of the case, from which it will 
appear that, with the balances now on hand, the receipts of 
the State Fund, independently of those derived from the 
State tax, will hereafter suffice to meet the necessary ex- 
penses, allowing a large margin for contingencies. 

I see no reason to believe that it will ever again be ne- 
cessary to impose a State tax, with the single condition that 
the appropriations are confined within reasonable limits,and 
that the honesty and economy which the people have the 
right to expect—and which they will certain]y demand—are 
also exercised in the future, 

Should any extraordinary and large expenditure become 
necessary or expedient, the means to meet it must be pro- 
vided in some special manner. 

If the State tax is not entirely removed either there will 
result a large idle and entirely unnecessary accumulation of 
money in the treasury, or there will follow a lavish expendi- 
ture for unprofitable and useless purposes. 

No Government which is supported by taxation has any 
moral right to draw money unnecessarily from the people; 
its expenditures, while ample to carry into effect the true 
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objects for seiriutl it 1s eoatihils snoiita never pee what is 
required to insure that eftectual protection of the lives and 
well-being of the people and that encouragement of their 
interests which are fundamental purposes of all good gov- 
ernment, 

instead of retaining large sums unemployed in the treasury, 
or encouraging unnecessary expenditures, it is far better for 
us to leave the money in the pockets of the people, for by 
them will it be best employed in increasing the wealth of 
the State and in the development of its resources: 

The strain upon our people has been so great -of late years, 
and amid their private embarrassments they have met so 
patiently and cheerfully the demands of public taxation that 
they are fairly entitled to that diminution of their burdens 
which it is now practicabie and convenient to afford them. 

There is another very important consideration in this con- 
nection which cannot safely be overlooked, and that is, that 
the larger the unnecessary revenue accruing to any govern- 
ment, whether of alarge or small community, the greater 
will always be the tendency to extravagance in all direc- 
tions. 

This is a quality of human nature which may be deplored 
dut is, nevertheless, well established by experience, and can- 
not be disregarded. It is not necessary to go beyond our 
own country to find an example of the effect upon men’s 
minds and habits when they become accustomed to consider 
and to handle very large amounts of money. 

it follows from this that the only safe course is to keep 
down the revenues of the State to the amount required bya 
liberal although strict estimate of the expenses necessary for 
the working of the government, and a wise encouragement 
of the development. of private industries, which will in- 
crease the wealth and well being of the people, and conse- 
quently the taxable resources of the State. 

Therefore, [ again urge upon you the entire abolition of 
the State tax, confident that you will agree with me in the 
conclusions reached. 

At this point let me again impress upon you, and upon 
the taxpayers of the State, those considerations which I laid 
before the last Legislature in regard to the expenditures of 
the subdivisions of the State. 


When you have accepted the proposition to dispense with 
the State tax, our taxpaye rs will be brought face to face with 
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‘the far more ee hte ae Adan Bric many of them 
labor. 

Tt is the duty and interest of the taxpayers to watch with 
the most careful scrutiny the operations and expenditures of 
the counties, towns, and municipalities, for it is just there 
that they must seek and can find relief. 

Tam glad to believe that during the past year far more 
than usual attention has been paid to these subjects, and I 
again urge their importance in the strongest possible terms, all 
the more so at the present time, because after the State tax is 
removed, there will be no possibility of diverting attention 
from the evils near every man’s door by an attempt to min- 
gle the State and local taxes, so that the tax-payers cannot 
tell how much they pay on each account. 

1 trust that the reviving prosperity of the people will only 
serve to induce them to give more attention to the affairs of 
their respective local governments, not only to prevent any 
attempt at new extravagance, but also that wise measures 
may be adopted to take advantage of the improved condi- 
tion of affairs in order to meet and, as far as possible, reduce 
existing indebtedness. 

With entire confidence in the wisdom, good sense and 
honesty of the people of our State, | leave this matter to 
you and to them, with the earnest hope that those of mature 
years will not only perform their own public duties with 
energy and zeal, but will teach their children by precept, as 
wellas by example, that it is creditable and profitable to 
fulfill the duties imposed upon every citizen of a Republic, 
and also that loss and disgrace are the well merited results 
to those who neglect them. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


There is nothing unusual to notice in regard to the work” 
ing of the school system, except a decrease in the product of 
the “two mill school tax” of a little more than sixty-one 
thousand dollars ($61,000), as compared with the preceding 
year. This results from the depreciation of value in the 
taxable property, and will probably soon rectify itself. 
Whatever inconveniences may result from this decrease 
should be met in the school districts by an increase of the 
district school tax, when necessary, rather than by increasing 
the two mill tax. 

1 have seen no reason to change the views expressed in 
my last annual message in regard to public education. 
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I regret that obstacles have intervened to prevent: the: es— 
tablishment of Technical Schools, but I believe that the way 
is now essentially clear, and that before the meeting of the- 
next Legislature the system will be in operation. As to the- 
necessity tor such a system, the lapse of time and riper re- 
flection only add to the strength of my conviction, that its. 
successful introduction is imperatively demanded by the. 
best interests not only of the working classes, but of all 
connected with the manufacturing and mechanical indus- 
tries of the State. 

CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 


The arrangements for the care cf those who are proper- 
objects of the charity of the State remain unchanged. 

Our own charitable institutions have been managed to my 
satisfaction during the past year, while the care awarded to. 
the deaf and dumb, the blind and the feeble-minded in the- 
admirable institutions of our neighboring States has been 
all that could be desired. I am still decidedly of the opin- 
ion that it is the interest neither of the State, nor of the 
recipients of its care, to establish institutions of our own as. 
long as those in New York and Pennsylvania will consent 
to take charge of these interesting wards of the State. 

I would also beg to repeat my conviction that-if, in the- 
future, it should prove desirable or necessary to retain these-, 
unfortunates within our own borders, it will prove far more: 
desirable to do the work through private corporations, aided 
by the sums paid by the State for the instruction and care of” 
its wards, than to establish State institutions. 

The Reform School at Jamesburg has been well managed 
during the year. 

The Hospital and an additional Family Building erected 
since the last report aftord all the accommodation that is now 
necessary. J think that it should now be laid down as a 
principle that no increase in the present capacity of this ex- 
cellent establishment should be permitted forsome years to- 
come; that the administration of the institution should be. 
regulated upon that principle, and that it should be so ar- 
ranged as to pass the boys through the school in the shortest 
time consistent with the fulfillment of the purposes of its. 
establishment. 

It would appear probable that good results could be 
reached by endeavoring to place the reformed boys on farms: 
in the far west, so that remote from the scenes of their early 
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trials and temptations and nade new raicenesd ee: might 
amore readily carve out for themselves useful and honorable 
careers. 

“Lhe report of the Trustees of the State Industrial School 
for Girls will give you all the information desirable in re- 
gard to this well-managed institution. 
s@yThe building formerly used as a Home for Soldiers’ 
‘Children is now in good repair, and the cost of its care and 
maintenance is very moderate. It is recommended. that 
the State retain possession of this building with the ulti- 
mate purpose of converting it into a State Arsenal, for 
which it is well adapted. 

There is an old balance of two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
- in State bonds to the credit of this institution, and 1 recom- 
mend that the requisite authority be given to cancel and 
withdraw these bonds. 


STATE PRISON. 


The administration of this institution has been entirely 
satisfactory, and is explained in the usual reports submitted 
herewith. For reasons fully set forth therein, the receipts 
from the labor of convicts have fallen off; on the other 
hand, the expenses have decreased, but not to the same ex- 
tent. 

It seems probable that the present year will yield bet- 
ter financial results. 

The necessity for a chapel at the Prison, and an extension 
‘of the area of the grounds, yet remains to be satisfied. L 
have seen no reason to change the views expressed in regard 
to this general subject in my last annual message. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The care of the health of our population is a growing 
public concern, to which the State Board of Health iS @lv- 
ing faithful Bertin The work of the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics is now producing satisfactory results in securing 
more complete returns, meek are now made available as | 
never before both for legal reference and vital study. 

The labors of the Board deserve careful consideration and 
high appreciation. 


STATE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


The State Geologist has completed a new map of the 
northeastern portion of the State, covering an area of more 
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than seven hundred square miles, and showing by contour 
lines the elevations above the sea level ; also a map showing 
the economical geology of the State, its soils, limestones, 
marls, iron ores, zine ores, &e. 

The appropriation for this work expires with the current 
year, and it is for the present Legislature to decide as to its 
continuance. Under the present Board of Managers and 
State Geologist the labors of the Geological Survey have 
been prosecuted with the utmost economy, wisdom and suc- 
cess. 

Whether it be accidental or not, it is nevertheless true,, 
that the increase in the prosperity of the State has been 
greatest since the inception and steady prosecution of the 
work of ascertaining and laying before the public its advan- 
tages through the medium of the Geological Survey. 

Small in area, but rich in natural resources, and remarka- 
bly favored in situation, it is pre-eminently the interest of 
our State and the duty of its government that we should do 
all in our power to bring its advantages to light. 

In view of the economy with which the work has been 
prosecuted, the magnitude of the results already achieved, 
and the consideration that much yet remains to be done to. 
complete this most necessary work, I strongly recommend 
the continuance of the usual appropriation for another five 
years. 

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 

At the last session of the | egislature an act was passed 
authorizing and requiring the Governor to take such steps. 
as might prove necessary to prevent the spread of pleuro- 
pneumonia among the cattle of this State. Accompanying 
this message will be found the report of the agent to whom 
I entrusted the execution of the law. He has performed 
his duty intelligently, thoroughly and economically—to my 
entire satisfaction. 

I commend the teport together with the accompanying 
documents, to your attention. 

Although careful inspections showed that the disease was. 
not so widely spread throughout the State as had been feared 
yet it was made clear that it existed to a dangerous extent, 
and that it was necessary to use the power granted by the 
law to protect the owners of cattle. 

The disease is now well under control, but it is necessary 
to maintain a close supervision over it for some time to. 
come. 
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The existence of five hundred and seventy-two cases has 
been officially reported, of which three hundred and fifteen 
have been destroyed, leaving two hundred and_ fifty-seven 
eases on hand, which will soon be disposed of by natural or 
other causes. 

' But the extirpation of the disease where it now exists in 
the State, is a small part of the work to be done; it is ne- 
cessary to do all that is reasonably practicable to prevent the 
introduction of new cases from abroad. 

The quarantine established on the frontiers of the State 
accomplishes all that can be expected in this regard. 

In consequence of the mgid system adopted in New York, 
we have no trouble in that direction, and it is now a com- 
paratively easy matter to afford mutual protection. 

On the Pennsylvania side the case is different, for the 
disease, unfortunately, exists extensively in that State, and 
as its extirpation does not appear to have been seriously un- 
dertaken there, we are obliged to rely upon ourselves for 
protection. 

The number of cattle in this State is so great, and their 
aggregate value so considerable—two hundred and thirty- 
six thousand, seven hundred cattle valued at seven millions. 
eight hundred and twenty-eight thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-two dollars ($7,828,922)—and the well-being of so 
many persons depends upon the preservation of this import- 
ant interest, that I regard it as obligatory to continue the 
work so well begun. 

The work of quarantine on our boarders being effectually 
continued we will soon, I am confident, be able to expel the 
disease from the State, and the expense of carrying the law 
into effect can soon be reduced to a mere trifle in comparison 
with the interest at stake. 

The most expensive period of the work has passed. We 
have already been able to reduce the current expenses very 
considerably, and there will continue to be a constant reduc- 
tion until that minimum is reached which will simply enable 
us to protect the frontiers and to examine promptly any 
new cases that may appear within the State. 

I have no doubt as to the necessity and propriety of con- 
tinuing the work. It is probable that by the time another 
Legislature assembles we will be in a condition to carry 
into effect a simple and cheap system which will afford per- 
manent protection. 

I should fail in my duty did I not express my sense of ob- 
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ligation to the various transportation companies of the 
State, as well as thcse which merely touch our frontiers, for 
the manner in which they have aided our officials in carrying 
out the law. 

Our own cattle owners also deserve great credit for the 
good sense and kind feeling they have almost universally 
displayed in co-operating in the execution of a law which, 
while intended for their benefit, nevertheless not infrequent- 
ly interfered with their convenience and sometimes with - 
their apparent immediate interests. 


LABOR AND INDUSTRIES. 


This bureau has pursued its labors unremittingly during 
the year, and it is apparent that its work is becoming better 
understood by the people of the State ; as a consequence the 
distrust and apathy which prevailed last year are gradually ~ 
passing away. 

The returns from many of the industries of the State are 
quite full, and some branches of manufacture show a con- 
siderable increase of business over the year previous, but up 
to the present only a small advance in the rate paid for labor 
appears to have taken place. 

The rapid growth of the silk industry of the State is a 
notable instance of what energy combined with capital and 
skill can accomplish. : 

Attention has been directed, as suggested in my last mes- 
sage, to the unoccupied lands in the southern part of the 
State, and a chapter in the present report sets forth some of 
the advantages which that section offers to agriculturalists. 
Tam satisfied that the tide of emigration once turned toward 
that part of the State will continue to flow steadily. 

The question respecting industrial development still 
prominently engages the attention of the Bureau. ‘The im- 
portance of the fibrous industry, once established, is fully 
demonstrated in this report, and its furtherance sought in 
the form of bounties. 

I feel assured that the usefulness of this bureau will in- 
crease from year to year. 

STATE LIBRARY. 


The United States Courts having discontinued the use of 
accommodations in the State House, the available annual 
resources for the increase and maintenance ot the State Li- 
brary will hereafter be diminished more than one-half. I re- 
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commend to your consideration the propriety of increasing the 
annual appropriation to at least two thousand dollars ($2,000). 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The strength of the National Guard is essentially the same 
as it was a year ago; no additional organizations have been 
created, but all proper efforts have been made to increase 

the efficiency of the force. 
The necessary steps have been taken to ensure, as a per- 
manent system, the regular instruction in target practice, 
both in the armories during the winter and on the ranges 
in summer. 

I am gratified to be able to state that the results are al- 
ready very satisfactory, showing a marked improvement 1n 
marksmanship and discipline. 

So far as concerns the equipments, camp equipage, ammu- 
nition, etc., everything is on hand to enable the division te 
enter upon active service without delay. 

I must be permitted once more to express the conviction 
that there are few subjects more deserving of the care of the 
State than its National Guard. 

In accordance with the views expressed by me in other 
messages, | have endeavored, and I may assert successfully, 
to place the National Guard of this State in such condition 
as to enable it to preserve the peace within our own borders 
without our calling for assistance from the general govern- 
ment or from any of our sister States. 

Of course there is more or less to be done in many diree- 
tions towards increasing the efficiency of the troops, espec- 
ially in regard to field service, but they are now in condi- 
tion to render prompt and valuable service in any probable 
contingency. 

I trust that it may continue to be regarded as one of the 
traditions of the State that its National Guard is to be a 
permanent institution, whose efficiency and instruction are 
to be carefully pushed and never neglected. 

The proposition which has been mooted to the effect that 
the genera] government should afford larger aid toward the 
organization and arming of the militia and National Guard 
has much in its favor, but I would prefer to see even the 
present annual allowance entirely taken away rather than 
accept a very large aid coupled with any conditions which 
would tend to weaken the present absolute control of the 
State authorities over the National Guard and inilitia in 
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time of peace, and which would give the General Govern- 
ment the slightest control and supervision, except over dee! 
part which may have been called ou. by the President, 
the manner and under the circumstances provided in the 
Constitution of the United States. 

There could be no more dangerous step toward a change 
in our form of government than such an one as this, and I 
trust that in this State such a change would be firmly and 
effectually resisted, should it ever “be more seriously pro- 
posed, and that we ‘shall always cling to that clause of the 
Constitution “reserving to the States respectively the ap- 
pointment of the officers and the authority of training the 

militia according to the discipline prescribed by Congress.” 

It is not within the limits of probability that the regular 
army of the United States will ever, in time of peace, he of 
greater strength than 1s roan e perform its legitimate 
work under such circumstances, /. ¢., the control of the sav- 
ages in our western regions, the phere of our most ex- 
pesed inland frontier against raids from across the line, and 
the care of our permanent fortifications. 

That it should be sufficiently numerous to accomplish 
these purposes in an economical and efficient manner, and 
without throwing an undue strain and unjustifiable exposure 
upon its members, will no doubt be generally acknowledged. 

But neither the probable necessities of the situation, nor 
considerations of economy, nor a due regard for the nature 
of the institutions under which we live, will justify or per- 
mit more than a liberal fulfillment of these conditions. 

The maintenance of an efficient and well organized Na- 
tional Guard, kept within just limits as to numbers, is not 
only thoroughly in accord with the spirit of our institutions, 
but is rendered absolutely necessary by their very nature. 
Such a force weighs lightly upon the finances and resources 
of the individual States, keeps alive the military spirit, 
habit and knowledge of the people; furnishes the best pos- 
sible means of suppressing internal troubles ; is capable of 
performing admirableservice in preventing or resisting g¢ foreign 
aggression, and is one of the best and most indispensible 
guards of the permanence of our free institutions. 1 confi- 
dently commit the interests of the National Guard to the 
care and wise liberality of yourselves and your successors. 


PILOTAGE. 
The report of the Commissioners of Pilotage very prop-

erly calls attention to the necessity of some legislative action 
‘in regard to the preservation of the channels in the naviga- 
ble waters of the State. During the last session of the Leg- 
islature an act (known as Senate Bill, No. 35) was passed for 
the better protection of the tide waters of the State of New 
Jersey. It unfortunately proved to be the case, when at the 
close of the session the act was laid before me for approval 
that, although it was in the main an excellent bill, it had 
been so drawn as to bring it within the scope of constitu- 
tional and other objections, so that I was reluctantly obliged 
to withhold my signature. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


The report of the Managers of the Home for Disabled 
‘Soldiers asks that an extraordinary appropriation of fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000) be made for the maintenance of 
the establishment during the current year. 

After a careful examination of the financial statements 
in the report, it appears clear to me that the balance on 
hand at the close of the fiscal year, together with the usual 
annual appropriation, will abundantly suffice for the neces- 
sities of the current year, so that I can see no good reason 
for any appropriation beyond the regular qmount of twenty- 
‘tive thousand dollars ($25,000). 


COMMISSIONERS OF FISHERIES. 


The attention of this board has been directed during the 
past year especially to the enforcement of the laws for the 
protection of the coast fisheries, the protection and improve- 
ment of our valuable shad fisheries, and the propagation and 
distribution of valuable food fishes in our inland waters. 
The benefit to the people of the State of a continuance of 
this work is beyond question, and I trust that the legisla- 
ture will not fail to encourage the commissioners by proper 
legislation, as well as by making the necessary appropria- 
tions to enable them to carry out the plans indicated in their 
report, which gives a detailed account of their interesting 
operations for the year, and presents valuable suggestions 
for the future. 

PRISON LABOR. 


The Commissioners appointed in accordance with the act 
of the last Legislature to examine into the subject of prison 
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labor, have concluded their work. They have given to the 
subject earnest thought and thorough investigation, and after 
weighing all arguments on both “sides of the question in-. 
volved, have presented a report that should command the 
earnest attention of the Legislature. * 


‘GENERAL LAWS. 


In pursuance of a law of the last Legislature, I appointed 
a Commission to draft general laws for the government of 
municipalities. The Commission has been engaged during: 
the recess in the performance of the duties entrusted to 
them, having first visited various parts of the State for the 
purpose of examining the practica) difficulties which they 
were required to meet. Under the authority given them, 
they will report directly to the Legislature by bill. 


TAX COMMISSION 


The Commission created by the last Legislature for the re- 
vision of the tax laws, was duly appointed. They have ef-- 
fected an organization, and given the subject considerable 
consideration, the result of which they will no doubt report 
to the Legislature : 

CONCLUSION. 


Iu reviewing the events of the past year we have every 
reason for intense gratitude to the Ruler of all things. 

We have no wide-spread calamity to deplore, no epidemic 
has ravaged our State, the means of easy communication 
have been undisturbed, no new burdens have been added to- 
those already borne by the people. If we have no great and 
general evils to deplore, we have, on the other hand, many 
positive blessings to enumerate. 

Probably without exception every business interest in the: 
State is in much better condition than a year ago, the num- 
ber of the unemployed is reduced to the smallest limits, 
suffering and want are again banished from many homes. 
where they have reigned only too long, justice has been: 
promptly and rigorously administered. The attention of the 
people has been fixed upon the financial affairs of their local 
governments, so that it may be hoped that extravagance has. 
been checked, and where any community is too deeply in 
debt, the fact being known, all possible remedies will be ap- 
plied and the evil kept within the narrowest possible 
bounds.

The Chancellor having decided at the May 
term of Court, A. D. 1878, that the State of New Jersey 
does not possess the crown’s common law prerogative to.

have its debts paid in preference to the debts of other cred- 
itors; an appeal taken to the Court of Errors and Appeals, 
whereupon the Chancellor, on the 28th day of April, 1878, 
‘on motion of the Attorney General, ordered that John W.

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pany, has made a dividend under the order of the Chancel- 
lor of the balance of the assets of said bank among its other 
creditors. As I cannot speak from personal knowledge, I 
must respectfully refer your honorable bedy to the records. 
of the Court of Chancery for the particulars, where they 
will more fully and at large appear. 


Seventh. The State Bank at New Brunswick did suspend 
in the year 1873; the said suspension continuing some eigh- 
teen days, as I am informed.

Mr. Bodine, from the Committee on Lunatic Asylums, 
presented the following report : 


To the Senate and Assembly : 


Your Committe on Lunatic Asylums beg leave to make 
the following report: Having our attention called to dié 
ferent reports r relating to our own lunatic asylums, also te 
asylums of other States, we find the expenses of conducting 
asylums vary largely, and in our own State, while the ex- 
pense has increased the cures have diminished, as will be 
seen by the annexed table. To show a comparison of the 
costs and expenses for the year 1877, we give the table, as 


follows : 
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To the report made by E. K. Apgar to the Comptroller of 
the State of New York, and by him to the Senate April 
9th, 1879, we are indebted for the reports of the six asylums 
outside of our own State, and in his report as to the exces- 
sive cost of the Utica asylum beyond the five preceding 
ones, he uses the following language: ‘ During my exam1- 
nation at Utica L thought I could see some of the reasons 
which contributed to its large scale of expenditure; its pur- 
chases are largely made of business houses in Utica, with 
which an understanding exists that they are to furnish sup- 
plies to the institution at five per cent. advance upon the 
cost to them. At Northampton, as at Willard’s, in this 
State, bids are invited from the leading wholesale houses in 
the largest cities for furnishing the supplies needed in these 
institutions, and I am convineed that this course leads not 
merely to the saving of the five per cent. alluded to, but to 
the securing of prices considerably below the cost to the 
middle men who receive the five per cent. at Utica.” The 
following tabulated statement shows the cost and percentage 
of cures in the Northampton, Mass., institution, and our 
own asylums, for the years of 1877, 1878 and 1879: 
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It will be seen by carefully examining the statistics, that 
while the cost has increased largely in our own institutions, 
the per centage of cures has decreased in them, and the 
number of permanent or chronic cases are increasing yearly. 
We find the Essex County Asylum for the years 1873-74-15 
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and °76, ending April 80th, 1877, kept their patients (with- 
out stating the number) at a cost per week of two dollars 
and seventy-seven and one-half cents per patient, while for 
the year ending April 30th, 1878, they kept an average of 
one hundred and seventy-three patients at a cost of two 
dollars and fifty two cents per week each. For the year 
there were ninety-five new admissions and thirty-six cures, 
which is thirty-eight per cent. on the admissions. While 
for the year ending April 30th, 1879, they kept an average 
of two hundred and six and two-fifth patients for two dol 

lars and fifty cents each per week. They had ninety-five 
admissions and forty-four discharged cured, which is forty- 
six and one-quarter per cent. on admissions. We also find 
that the Camden County Asylum keeps its patients at two 
dollars and sixty-five cents per week. Weare not able to 
give the per cent. of cures in this institution it being so re- 
cently built. Dr. Pliny Earle, of the Northampton Asylum, 
in an article read before the Conference of Charities, held. 
at Chicago, LIl., June 10th, 1879, uses the following lan- 
guage: ‘Another mistake or more properly a blunder—a 
species of error condemned by politicians as more censurable 
than crime—has been made in the enterprise for the treat- 
meut of the insane. From the initiation of that enterprise 
the great ultimate object has been to provide for all the in- 
sane requiring humane guardianship, adequate accommoda- 
tions in either hospitals, asylums or other places where such: 
oversight and direction would assuredly be rendered. It 
was for a long time hoped to accomplish this object by well- 
equipped hospitals alone; and this hope was encouraged and 
perhaps stimulated into expectation, by the constant itera- 
tion and reiteration of the eminent curability of the dis- 
ease. If ninety or eighty or even seventy-five, of each hun- 
dred of insane persons could be permanently cured—and 
such was the impression given—public benevolence would 
certainly properly provide for the comparatively small re- 
mainder; the more certainly so because it could be done at 
trifling expense. For these reasons the establishment of 
curative institutions, and curative institutions alone, was 
almost universally advocated, not merely by the medical 
superintendents but by other interested persons as well. In 
these establishments the curable could be cured and the 
incurables domiciled for life. 


“Then arose the not illogical argument, ‘ The better the: 
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Bos pitat the Bhaee ill be fie idisbar hy persons cured.’ 
Bat most unfortunately not for the enterprise alone, but for 
the treasuries cf States and the purposes of the payers of 
taxes, the word ‘better’ in this proposition was in some 
places practically interpreted ‘more costly. Under this 

rendering, the ambition of architects, the pride of commis- 
sioners and superintendents, and the universal extravagance 
of the people during the years next following the close of 
the late civil war, strongly fortified and assisted this argu- 

ment ; and the practical Coy eae are now apparent in 
that class of hospitals charitable institutions— 
which have cost from trannies hundred to four, or per- 
haps five, thousand dollars for every patient to whom they 
ean ofter a comfortable domicile.” 


How applicable this is to our own State institutions. The 
Trenton Asylum property, according to the last report of the 
Comptroller, cost six hundred thousand dollars. If it will 
accommodate eight hundred patients (we have had seven 
handred and thirty -four therein in 1876) that would be at 
a cost of seven hundred and fifty dollars per patient accom- 
modation. By the same report, the Morristown property 
vost two million four hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
which to accommodate nine hundred patients, cost twenty- 
seven hundred and twenty-two dollars per patient accom- 
modation. While the per centage of cures for the last three 
years in the Trenton Asylum is twenty-six and twenty seven 
hundredths on the admissions, at Morristown, for the same 
time, the per centage of cures has been seventeen and nine- 
ty-seven hundreths, or eight and one-quarter per cent. in 
favor of the cheaper buildings ; also cheaper cost per week 
in keeping patients, the average cost in Trenton for the 
three years being five dollars and six cents per week, and 
five dollars and fifty -elght cents at Morristown. While we 
would not reduce the means to purchase either care, medi- 
eines or provisions that will cure or relieve the unfortunates, 
we think there should be a change and division among the 
patients, so that the chronic cases, those hopelessly incura- 
ble, both insane and epileptic, could be placed in wards 
where the cost would not, or should not, be more per week 
than the cost of the Essex County Asylum, which ancludes 
recent acute cases as well as chronic cases. We notice in ~ 
the item of salaries and wages at Trenton Asylum, for the 
five years from 1851 to 1855, inclusive, the average per 
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capita is fifty-four dollars and eighty-four cents; the next 
semi-decade, ending with 1860, is forty-nine dollars and 
fourteen cents; the next, ending with 1865, forty-nine dol- 
lars and twenty-three cents; the next, ending with 1870, 
forty-nine dollars and fifty-nine cents; the next, ending 
with 1875, fifty-four dollars and eighty cents ; while for the 
four years ending 1879, the average is seventy-seven dollars 
and sixty-five cents. We also find for the three years at 
Morristown, including 1879, it has been eighty dollars and 
forty cents. It is remarkable that in the semi-decade from 
1861 to 1865, inclusive (war times), and from 1866 to 1870, 
inclusive (the times of inflation), that it did not reach fifty 
dollars, and in the time including 1871 to 1875 it should 
only reach fifty-four dollars and eighty cents, while since it 
has been nearly twenty-three dollars (twenty-two dollars 
and eighty five cents) per capita more than in the highest 
inflation times. While the cost has increased from one hun- 
dred and eighty-one dollars and seventy-one cents per capita 
in 1851, to two hundred and fifty-three dollars and fifteen 
cents in 1879, the reported recoveries have decreased from 
thirty-six and one-quarter per cent. in 1851, to twenty-seven 
and one-quarter in 1879. ‘This does not look like a realiza- 
tion of the promises of being able to cure sixty to eighty 
per cent. of all recent attacks, made thirty or forty years 
ago. 


We also find a marked difference in the salaries of the 
officers of the two institutions, which we can see no reason 
for, as the number of patients is larger at Trenton than at 
Morris Plains. The amonts are as follows:

With these facts before us need we wonder that the peo- 
ple are adopting the feeling set forth in the following, taken 
trom the authority before quoted: ‘‘ The people who in a 
large proportion of the States have opened their hearts and. 
their purses with unstinted benevolence and hberality in aid 
of this unfortunate class, are in some places impatiently 
suffering under the conviction that their charity has been 
followed by no adequate return, and their generosity abused 
by that spirit of extravagance which has brought forth hos- 
pitals, the construction of which was apparently directed to. 
a greater extent by human pride than by simple love of fel- 
low-men. Men’s minds are unsettled. The question of the. 
best system of managing the insane is as broad and general 
a proposition, far more emphatically an unsolved problem 
than it was thought to be forty years ago.” We would 
most respectfully urge upon the managers and officers of~ 
the respective State lunatic asylums to make such divisions 
as suggested with the chronic patients; also to see if the 
expense cannot be reduced to a less amount than it now 
costs, with the probability of equal if not greater efficiency 
and increase in the ratio of cures.

‘To the President of the Senate : 


Mr. PresipEnt :—I return herewith Assembly Bill, No. 
132, referred to me by a resolution of the Senate with the 
request that I would give an opinion as to the constitution- 
ality of the act. 


The bill is entitled a supplement to an act entitled “An 
act to authorize the President and directors of the Trenton 
Water Works to convey their works and franchises to the 
city of Trenton, and to provide for the management of said 
works,” approved March 1, 1859. 


The first section of the act recites the provision of the 5th 
section of the act to which it isa supplement and inserts in 
its place by way of amendment a provision making a difter- 
‘ent disposition of the net rents and revenue received from 
the Trenton Water Works, and removing the prohibition 
which exists in the original act, against expending in any 
one year more than $500, in extending their pipe and all 
extensions. 


The second section recites the provisions of the 6th sec- 
‘tion of the act to which it isa supplement, and amends it by 
providing that the Water Commissioners shall pay over to 
the “Commissioners of the Sinking Fund” such sum at least 
out of said net rents and revenue as upon a fair estimate to 
be made by said Commissioner may be deemed by him sufti- 
cient to provide for the payment of said bonds as they fall 
dlue in lieu of the “surplus” as provided by the original act. 
‘The Supreme Court of this State held in the case of Bingham 
versus Camden, 11th Vr. that “an act which by its terms is 
a supplement to a city charter, and designed to regulate the 
internal affairs of such city is a local act and is unconstitu- 
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tional and void by force of article 4, sec. 7, paragraph eleven 
of the constitution.” 


The above bill, unlike many others that have been intro- 
duced with a view of evading the constitutional provisions 
by an illusory description of the objects on which it is in- 
tended to operate, is honest and straightforward in its char- 
acter. It is intended to operate only on Trenton and the 
Trenton Water Works. It is by its terms a supplement to 
a special and local act, and is unconstitutional and void un- 
der the decision above referred to. 


In the earlier decision the court heid that where a legisla- 
tive end could not be effected by a general law, a special or 
local act might be resorted to for that purpose, and in 
another case it was held that the court and not the legislature 
is the tribunal which must determine whether an object 
could be accomplished by general legislation. 


That the matters attempted to be regulated by the bill 
are the internal aftairs of a city which must be regulated 
by general laws when it is practicable, is the result of all the 
decisions. That it is practicable so to do within the mean- 
ing of the word “practicable” as construed by the court in 
the case of Bingham vs. Camden, is the necessary result of 
that decision. In other States where constitutional amend- 
ments similar to those that we are now construing have been 
adopted, they have found it necessary to classify the muni-. 
cipal corporations and political subdivisions of the State, so 
that general laws could be passed applicable and expedient 
for no class without being necessary that the provisions 
thereof should apply to the other classes whose wants and 
necessities were dissimilar. The present amendments with- 
out general legislation, regulating their application, must 
necessarily restrict legislation beyond the design contem- 
plated by the framers of the amendments. 


Under special charters and by innumerable special laws 
the existing regulations of the municipal and political di- 
visions of the State areas various as the number of divis- 
ions themselves. It necessarily results that general laws in 
their application to each particular division work specially, 
inasmuch as they add to, take from, or alter in each case, 
according as the law existed when the general laws became 
operative. So we have the paradox that general laws are 
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always special and local in their operation under our consti- 
tutional amendments.

At one time, a depth of seventeen feet extended 
over the bar, decreasing and i increasing within certain limits, 
owing to the action of the currents ; the adverse effect of 
these currents upon the coast line has required action by the 
general government, for the protection of the light tower. It 
hasconstructed an umber of jetties and a pier, which has been 
largely efficient in counteracting the adverse effects of the 
currents, both upon the coast line ‘and upon the channel. The 
conformation of the coast and channel lines is now again ap- 
proaching the condition affording the greatest depth of chan- 
nel, and it is believed by those best able to judge, that with 
comparatively small additional expenditure, a depth of chan- 
nel greatly exceeding the maximum hitherto had, can be 
acquired and preserved unchanged, therefore be it,

Mr. Francis, of the same Committee, presented the follow-. 
ing as a minority report, in writing: 
To the Senate: 


During the session of one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine the Governor of this State sent to the 
Senate certain nominations for the appointment of Pres- 
ident Judge of the Courts of Common Pleas in the 
Counties of Essex, Mercer, Middlesex, and Monmouth, to- 
gether with a message enunciating certain views and princi- 
ples, as to non-partisan construction of our Courts, which 
commend themselves to every candid mind. The message 
was as follows: 


State oF New JERSEY, 
EXEcuTIvVE DEPARTMENT, 
TRENTON, January 27, 1880. 


To the Senate: 


The amendment to the constitution which removed the 
appointment of the Lay Judges of the Inferior Courts of 
Common Pleas from the Joint Meeting of the Legislature 
and committed their selection to the Governor, with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, was intended to elevate the. 
. character of these courts, and to remove the appointment as 
far as possible from merely partisan influences. The feel- 
ing of the great mass of the people of this State is, I be- 
lieve, strongly against a strictly partisan composition of the 
courts. 


Our Supreme Court and that of Errors and Appeals have. 
long, if not always, been non-partisan in their character, 
and it is not unreasonable to suppose that the high reputa- 
tion they so justly enjoy isin no small degree due to this. 
fact. 

It is my firm conviction that one of the greatest evils. 
which can befall a community, especially in a Republic, is. 
a strictly partisan judiciary. 
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Something more is necessary than that the judiciary 
should be really pure, impartial and just—it is also requisite 
that the people should believe them to be so, and that they 
should be convinced that no intentional or unconscious 
party prejudice should work injury to any seeking justice, 


I believe that, if the judiciary of any nation or State is 
entirely composed of any one political party, it will often 
be difficult to convince members of the adverse party that 
they can always obtain even-handed justice. 


The Inferior Courts of the Common Pleas are now com- 
posed of two members of one political party and of one 
member of the other, and it now happens that it now for 
the first time falls to the lot of a Governor of this State to 
decide whether this condition of affairs shall continue or 
whether only one party shall be represented in these Courts, 


With a deep sense of my duty as the Chief Executive of 
this Commonwealth, whose province it is to render exact 
and equal justice to all its people, I have determined to pre- 
serve the non-partisan character of the Judiciary. Ido this 
with the confident hope and expectation that both political 
parties will maintain this policy in the future, and that the 
precedent will be approved and followed by my successors in 
office, to whatever political party they may belong. 


Very respectfully, 
GEO. B. McCLELLAN,

Said nominations, which were all partisan, and said mes- 
sage, were, in due course referred to the Committee on Ju- 
‘diciary, of which I was a member. A majority of said 
Committee, in which I was included, prepared a report 
embodying an answer to and endorsing said message and re- 
commending the rejection of all of said nominations on the 


ground that they were inconsistent with the letter and 
principles of the message. 


Said report was presented to the Senate, which body, by a 
majority vote, refused to advise and consent to said nomi- — 
nations. 


The Legislature adjourned before the expiration of the 
terms of the President Judges of said counties then in of- 
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Sis pip on Sea shtiaion the Gatvarti nor pr Facet ote Pi eoikted 
the same gentlemen whom he had named to the Senate, to 
fill the vacancies then existing, and they took their seats 
and are now acting as Judges in said counties respectively, 
and, under a provision of our State constitution, hold their 
office until the expiration of the present session. 


The Governor now sends into the Senate the same names 
for appointment to the same offices and asks our advice and 
eonsent thereto. 


The situation, then, is not changed as to the partisan or 
non-partisan nature of said appointments, and if it was 
right for the Senate to refuse to consent to said nominations 
when first sent in, as I believe it was, it is right to refuse 
now. 


What was good principle and sound policy then is good 
principle and sound policy now, and I see no reason for 
changing in any wise my views as expressed in the report 
referred to. 


The nominations sent in with said message, had the Sen- 
ate consented thereto, would have made the composition of 
said Courts strictly partisan, as, indeed, they have all been 
since said appointments were made by the Governor. 


Now they are renewed, and, if consented to, will still 
make the Courts of Common Pleas (as well as the Courts 
of General Quarter Sessions and the Orphans’ Courts) in the 
counties named, entirely partisan, in that the Judges will 
be Democrats. 


It isa very weak assertion and utterly untenable argu- 
ment, to say that in one or two of said counties there is a 
Circuit Judge who is a Republican. There were no nomi- 
nations for Justices of the Supreme Court (who preside at 
the Cireuit Courts) sent in with said nominations for Judges 
of said Courts of Common Pleas and there are none now. 
And had any been nominated the situation would not have 
been changed, as we shall see. 


These nominations then related, and now relate, to said 
Courts of Common Pleas, which, in all their practical and 
real working, from the beginning of an action or proceed- 
ing to the final verdict or judgment, are distinct from and 
independent of the Circuit Courts. 
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Iam ready to fulfill the “confident hope and expecta- 
tion” of his Excellency and again assist him in his worthy 
and expressed determination to “maintain the policy ” of 
‘preserving the non-partisan character of the judiciary,” 
and in order to do so I am absolutely compelled to reject 
said nomination. 


To say that some or all of the gentlemen so appointed 
have made good Judges (and I believe this to be the case in 
my own County of Essex) does not remove the difficulty or 
alter the question. 


We are not dealing with men or their ability or inability, 
fitness or unfitness, neither should we be moved by any 
thought or suggestion as to the course which may be pur- 
sued ‘by the Governor in relation to these nominations after 
our refusal to consent to them or after our adjournment, nor 
by any possible effect which our action now might have up- 
on the nominations to be sent in for the appointment of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court or for other offices. The 
right to nominate is entirely with the Governor and the re- 
sponsibility also. 


The question now before us is the grave and important 
one of asserting and, if possible, establishing and maintain- 
ing (so far as our action is concerned) that no judicial bench 
in this State shall be composed of men all of one political 
faith, and that appointments shall not be made so as to con- 

stitute partisan courts and give cause for the slightest sus- 
‘picion that “even-handed justice ” will not be impartially 
administered. 


Respecting our higher courts it has long been said, to our 
honor, that in New J ersey the Judiciary is non- -partisan 
(five of the nine Justices of the Supreme Court are Demo- 
crats and four are Republicans,and the Chancellor is a Dem- 
ocrat), and that appointments of Justices for these Courts 
have been made without political preferment or party bias. 


This should extend also to appointments of Judges for 
our Inferior Courts, which, by the laws now in force, are 
vested with a jurisdiction in civil and criminal matters, 
wide in scope and influence. 


In renewing these nominations the Governor has made 
them for the term beginning April first, eighteen hundred 
and eighty. 
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I shall not now argue whether this is, or is not, in ac- 
cordance with law and the provisions of our State Constitu- 
tion in that behalf, neither shall I give my own views upon 
this point, which is of a legal nature and depends upon the 
construction of certain clauses in said Constitution as ap- 
plied to the facts in the case, since it is said that the Govy- 
ernor has acted, in this regard, under the advice and opin- 
ion of the Attorney General. If that be true, then said 
opinion should be laid before the Senate, in order that we 
may know upon what facts and legal principles it and the 
action of the Executive are based, before we take so impor- 
tant a step as consenting to the filling of four judicial posi- 
tions, for a full term of five years, especially when no pub- 
lic or other necessity or convenience demands instant, or 
even speedy, action. 


Lf no such opinion has been given, then one should be re- 
quested from the learned Attorney General before we take 
final action. 


There is no warrant for the use of the word “Lay” in 
the beginning of the message. ‘The amendment to our Con- 
stitution, mentioned in said message, consisted in inserting 
in Paragraph One of Section Six in Article Seven, the words 
“ Judges of the Inferior Court of Common Pleas,” and said 
paragraph, as amended, does not contain the words “ Lay 
Judges,” but speaks of and refers only to “ Judges of the 
Inferior Court of Common Pleas.” These words embrace 
and include the so called “ President Judges ” of said Courts 
who are named in the special acts under which they were 
appointed “additional Judge” of the Court of Common 
Pleas. 


They are called “President Judges” because they preside 
over the Court in place of the Justice of the Supreme Court 
holding the Cireuit, who is by law ex-officio a member and 
President Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, and the 
other inferior County Courts, but who (in the Counties 
where these ‘additional Judges” exist) does not sit in these 
courts. The President Judge is simply anadditional Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas appointed to relieve the Cir- 
cuit Judge from duty in the Inferior Courts. 


The term “Lay Judge” or “President Judge” of the 
Court of Common Pleas, is not found in or provided for in 
our Constitution. 
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It was not, therefore, the appointment of *“‘Lay Judges of 
the Inferior Court of Common Pleas” which, by said 
amendment to the Constitution, was taken from the Joint 
Meeting and vested in the Governor with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, but the appointment of “Judges of 
the Inferior Court of Common Pleas” which includes all of 
the Judges of said Courts. 


When said nominations were made last year, a number 
af gentlemen were (in the same communication) nominated 
for appointment as “Judges of the Inferior Court of Com- 
mon Pleas” in other Counties, but these in conformity with 
the principle laid down in the message were all Republicans, 
else the benches in the Court of Common Pleas in said other 
Counties would have been wholly partisan. 


But these nominations for “President Judges” were evi- 
dently then made, and are now renewed, as being included 
in the “spoils of the party,’ and not to be given away or 
lost, or surrendered, even for the laudable purpose of adher- 
ing to or vindicating and illustrating the theory of non- 
partisan Courts so clearly set forth in the message. 


Differing with my able and experienced colleagues of the 
Judiciary Committee, on some essential points, and exercis- 
ing the right of each Senator to act for himself, I present 
this minority report. 


Our Constitution (as we have seen) gives to the Governor 
the right to make these nominations for appointment with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. He has used that 
right, and for the reasons I have named, and with, I think, 
a full understanding of the meaning and import of the 
words “advice and consent,’ and of the responsibility at- 
taching thereto, 1 respectfully recommend that the Senate 
use its right, and perform its duty, and refuse to advise and 
consent to said nominations

It is respectfully represented that the nomination in ques- 
tion would, if confirmed, give to one political party a large 
majority upon the Supreme Court bench, and is, therefore, a 
departure from the established policy of the State, which, 
for many years, has been to avoid, as far as practicable, an 
overwhelming political majority in the organization of our 
higher courts. It is not, of course, the province of the Sen- 
ate to invite the attention of the Governor to the policy or 
the acts of his predecessors in office, but it is not deemed 
improper for that body to express its conviction that the 
policy heretofore pursued of preserving as far as practica- 
ble, the non-partisan character of the Judiciary, has proved 
eminently satistactory to the people of the State, and that 
the confidence of the people, in the integrity and imparti- 
ality of the Bench, can be best insured by a continued ad- 
herence to the principles to which your Excellency has most 
wisely observed, is due in no small degree to the high repu- 
tation our Supreme Court and Court of Errors and Appeals. 
so justly enjoy. 


With the profoundest respect for the Executive branch 
of the government of the State, as represented by your Ex- 
cellency—most heartily concurring in the opinion expressed 
in the special message forwarded from the Executive Cham- 
ber to the Senate during the session of one thousand eight. 
hundred and seventy-nine, that ‘‘something more is neces- 
sary than that the judiciary should be really pure, impar- 
tial and just—it is also requisite that the people believe. 
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them to be so;” controlled by a keen appreciation of the

Hon. William J. Sewell, President of the Senate : 


Str: 1 have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a 
comniunication adopted by the Senate in Executive Session 
March tenth, presenting for my consideration certain sug- 
gestions in connection with the nomination pending for 
Supreme Court Justice, together with the resolution passed 
by your honorable body, requesting an answer. 


STATE OF NEw JERSEY, 


The communication represents that the nomination im 
question would, if confirmed, give to one political party a. 
large majority upon the Supreme Court Bench, and is there- 
fore a departure trom the established policy of the State. 
which, for many years, has been to avoid, as far as practica- 
ble, an overwhelming majority in the organization of our 
higher courts ; and it expresses a conviction that the policy 
heretofore pursued, preserving the non-partisan character of 
the Judiciary, has been universally satisfactory to the peo- 
ple of the State. The communication proceeds to say that. 
“the confidence of the people in the integrity and impar- 
tiality of the Bench can best be insured by a continued ad- 
herence to the principles to which your Excellency has most 
wisely observed, is due, in nosmall degree, the high reputa- 
tion our Supreme Court and Court of Errors and Appeals so 
justly enjoy.” 


It gives me much satisfaction to know that the Senate 
concur with me in the views on this subject, which I have: 
heretofore expressed, and by which I was guided in the 
nominations sent to the Senate for the vacancies in the 
Courts to which you allude. There were four vacancies. 
The nominations sent to the Senate were three Republicans. 
and one Democrat. They were all gentlemen who were be- 
heved to be eminently qualified to fill the positions to which 
they were nominated. Neither of them was nominated 
upon account of his “‘partisan character.” 
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The preponderance of three out of four, it was believed, 
was preserving, as far as practicable, the non-partisan 
character of the judiciary. 


The nominations were made under the high sense of the 
responsibility resting upon me to select the most suitable 
persons to fill those high offices. I have no reason to believe 
that the confidence of the people in the integrity and impar- 
tiality of the Bench could possibly be impaired by the con- 
firmation of either of them. 


You allude to and quote trom my message to the Senate 
of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine, in which 
I said: “That something more is necesary than that the 
judiciary should be really pure, impartial and just. It is 
also requisite that the people believe them to be so.” Then 
appealing to the sense of duty which you say controls you, 
you earnestly and respectfully request the reconsideration of 
the nomination now pending for Justice of the Supreme 
Court. 


Adhering to the doctrine quoted by you, and firmly con- 
vineed of its wisdom, I made the four nominations under 
the full belief that the “purity, impartiality and justice” of 
of the Courts would be increased and not diminished by their 
confirmation. I believed then, and do now, that the confi- 
dence of the people would be strengthened and not impaired 
by the confirmation of all the nominations. 


Your communication concludes by expressing the desire 
for such Executive action as shall be “more in consonance 
with the wishes of the people,’ and with the sentiment 
heretofore expressed by me, and with the principles which 
have established in the minds of the citizens of New Jersey 
the firmest trust in the justice, integrity and impartiality of 
the judiciary of the State.” I regret that any nomination 
made by me under a sense of my constitutional duty, which 
I hope is not inferior to that which the Senate properly refer 
to as controlling them in their action, should be considered 
by the Senate as not in consonance with the wishes of the 
people and the sentiments heretofore expressed by me. In 
this opinion, however, I cannot concur with the Senate, nor 
do I believe it possible that the confirmation of the pending 
nomination can shake the trust of the people of New Jersey 
in the “justice, integrity and impartiality” of the Judiciary. 
Joel Parker has been twice elected Governor of this State, 
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and it is believed, possesses the confidence of the people and 
the respect of all persons, irrespective of party, in as higha 
degree as any of its citizens. 

Under these circumstances, reciprocating the desire of the 
Senate to avoid “even the semblance of a conflict” between 
the Senate and the Executive, I, nevertheless, am constrained 
to decline the request of the Senate to reconsider the nomi- 
nation heretofore made.
